SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled lyngrape.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image file contains a single full colour photograph. The image explicitly 
depicts a female licking the tip of an adult male’s penis while another adult male 
performs rear-entry vaginal intercourse on her. The female’s attire has the 
appearance of a school uniform and her hair is in pig tails tied with ribbons. Her dress 
is hitched around her waist and the participants are so positioned that her buttocks and 
genitals are fully exposed to the viewer. 

The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of children for sexual 
purposes, deeming it objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. Given all of the characteristics of the publication, 
the computer image file would appear to be intended for the gratification of adults who 
have a sexual interest in children. The image explicitly depicts and emphasises the 
female presented as a school girl involved in sexual activity with two adult males. The 
title may be read as a shortened description of the content, signalling to the viewer 
who is seeking this material. The title suggests the involvement of a child or young 
person and sexual matters (in particular, violence or coercion in association with 
sexual conduct, however this is not evidenced within the image). 

The computer file format in which the image is presented is also significant. The 
computer technology by which the file is accessed allows for easy storage, 
reproduction, and transmission to other computers via national and international 
telecommunications networks. The JPEG format allows for optimal colour and 
resolution qualities when the file is reproduced. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they relate to this publication. The limit on the freedom of 
expression resulting from this classifbation is prescribed by law and considered to be 
demonstrably justified.
